Setting therecord straight

on drugsin the Navy

NORFOLK, Va. (NWS) — Zero
tolerance...two words that sum up the
Navy’'s policy on drugs. Toward that
end, commands are encouraged to
continue educating their Sailors about the
adverse health and legal consequences of
drug abuse. Many myths exist
concerning this, often leading to the false
impression that drug abuse is nothing out
of the ordinary. The following
information, provided by the Atlantic
Fleet Drug Abuse Working Group, is
intended to set the record straight and
help dispel some of
those myths.

Myth: Only some of the urine samples
submitted are tested.

Reslity: The Navy Drug Screening
Laboratory tests every sample submitted
from Navy commands.

Myth: Once | have a urinalysis, I'm
safe to do drugs for a while.

Reality: Commands use a computer-
based program designed to randomly
select command personnel and testing
days. The tests are conducted without
warning and with no set pattern. You
may be tested multiple times during a
single month.

Myth: Navy urinalysisisn’t very
accurate.

Redlity: The Navy Drug Screening
Laboratory uses the most sophisticated
equipment available and produces
scientifically accurate and legally
defensible results.

Myth: Ecstasy is undetectable by
Navy urinalysis and military working
dogs.

Redlity: Every urine sample is tested
for Ecstasy. In addition, military working
dogs are being trained to detect
Ecstasy and other club drugs.

Myth: Marijuanais harmless.

Redlity: Marijuana contains an unstable
mixture of more than 425 toxic and
psychoactive chemicals. It impairs
memory, learning, motivation and
reflexes, and has been found to be
addictive.
